7 HE MOTOR vehicle must be recognized as a necessity. 

If proof were needed, a law requiring a stoppage of 
all motor transportation in America for one week would 
create such chaos as to change the attitude of those who look 
upon the automobile as an easy object upon which the gov- 
ernment may permanently levy an outlived war tribute.”

The motor car has done this and is doing it every day 
for more than 20,000,000 owners. Much of cur present 
prosperity is based on the superior transportation facili- 
ties which we enjoy in our nearly complete motor- 
ization. 


To place the motor car, which has wrought a complete 
transportation revolution in the life of America, in the class 
with prize fights, horse races and sporting events generally 
is certainly an attitude of refusing to look below the most 
obvious surface. 

Happily, a great many Congressmen and Senators are 
looking below the surface. They have been told by their 
constituents that motor cars are necessities, not luxuries. In 
the farm areas, where the motor car is indispensable, the 
outery against the luxury idea is particularly insistent.

HILE the prime object of the Firestone rubber project 
in Liberia is to give the sponsors a source of rubber 
supply free from foreign encroachment, a secondary accom- 
plishment is likely to be the modernization of this African 
country, founded in the middle of the last century by Ameri- 
can colored men.

Demand Growing in 
Europe for Our 
Cars, Says Nash 


New York, Nov. 9.—Charles W. 
Nash, automobile manufacturer, 
returned from Europe yesterday on 
the United States liner Leviathan, 
after a study of automotive con- 
ditions in Europe. Mr. Nash de- 
clared that at the present time 
there is a public demand in Eu- 
rope for the abolishment of tariff 
on American cars because of their 


increasing popularity. 

Mr. Nash pointed out that the 
people of Europe are demanding 
American cars because of their 
cheapness in price and better me- 
chanical assemblage. He said that 
American cars’ have made more 
progress there in the last two years 
than in the preceding twenty-five 
years. 

“The prejudice which was existent 
has vanished completely,” Mr. Nash 
said. “The moneyed people of Europe 
are buying our cars right now. They 
seem to favor a six-cylinder car. 
Most European cars have four cylin- 
der engines.” 

Mr. Nash, who visited the auto- 
mobile shows in both London and 
Paris, said that the interest of these 
exhibitions was nothing short of as- 
tounding. He also said that Nash 
cars have invaded England and 
France for the first time, and that 
his company expects to do an in- 
creasing business.

INDIANA TRUCK SALES 
JUMP 41% IN SEPTEMBER 


Marion, Ind., Nov. 9.—Orders for 
Indiana trucks entered during the 
month of September by the Indiana 
Truck Corporation show an increase 
of 41 per cent. over the orders re- 
ceived in September, 1926.

should continue to suffer under a 
war-time levy.” 

Mr. Markel reviewed in detail the 
development of the motor bus in- 
dustry and its nation-wide operation 
since 1917. He asserted that there 
are now in operation 40,000 units 
of modern design, operating over 
275,000 miles of routes on regular 
and frequent schedules and provid- 
ing transportation between nearly 
every city and hamlet in the 
country. 

In addition to these 40,000 buses, 
the witness pointed out, there are 
30,000 buses being used on every 
school day in -carrying children to 
and from home to school. Accord- 
ing to the 1926 figures, Mr. Markel 
testified. the yearly common carrier 
bus traffic of the country numbered 
2,000,000,000 passengers, not count- 
ing the 280,0000,000 passengers car- 
ried by schoo! buses. 

“If the recommendation of Sec- 
retary Melion were to be accepted 
with ne distinction being made be- 
tween private and public carriers,” 
Mr. Markel said, “the motor bus 
would continue under a handicap 
of being the only public utility 
suffering from a war-time emer- 
gency levy.” 

The witness said that the motor 
bus industry, aside from the Fed- 
eral excise tax, is also contributing 
heavily to the government. Not
